SUPREME COURT DENIES 
MOTION OF POOL HALLS 


Washington, Feb. 
2.—The su­ 
preme court today denied motion 
made upon behalf of various Tex 
as pool and billiard room owners 
to enjoin temporarily state officials 
from enforcing state act of 1919 
prohibiting such places, pending 
final determination by the court of 
appeals involving 
the 
statute’s 
validity. 
Lower court* held the 
act constitutional. 


A pamphlet issued by tke Net. 
ionsl Education AseociatUm h u m 
up in a forcible fashion tke feet* 
concerning the shortage of teeekefi 
in the United State*. 
According 
to this report, more than 100,00) 
teaching positions in the 
publie 
schools are either vacant or IHI* 
ed by teachers below standard, 
and the enrollment in teackers’ 
training and normal schools ksa 
fallen of about 20 per cent. Sew 
enteen hundred superintendents, 
sending in their information from 
every state in the Union, report 
a shortage of 14,675 teachers, and, 
more startling still 23,800 teachers 
admittedly below standard. 
The 
actual shortage, then, is 6 
per 
cent, and 10 per cent of those now 
employed are more or less unfit 
for the positions they hold. From 
the same source it is learned that 
52,000 teachers dropped out dur 
ing the past year. 
This is 22 per 
cent. 
Th** most unstable occupa­ 
tions are supposed to hold men 
and women longer than this. 
It 
is evident that teaching has ceased 
to be a profession and well nigk 
ceased to be a stepping stone. 
In regard to the training 
of 
new teachers to fill the places va 
cated by this 22 per e§jit, the situ^ 
at ion is even tnOre discouraging. 
In seventy eight normal schools of 
thirty-five different states were 
.33,000 students in 1916. 
In the 
same schools in 1919 the attend­ 
ant*** had fallen to 26,000. 
The 
total of graduates fell from 
10,* 
000 to 8,000. 
In 1920 it will be 
7.000. 
Of the many remedies propos­ 
ed for this state of affairs—such 
as higher standard* and a more 
general recognition of the import* 
ance of teaching—there is proba* 
bly none that will be effective un* 
less accomplished by higher sal­ 
aries. In so far as the school sya* 
tern of New York or Los Angeles 
are superior to those of other sec­ 
tions ot the country it is mainly 
due to the 
higher 
average 
of 
economic return. Teachers are not 
yet paid adequately anywhere, not 
even in large centers where the 
pay is best. 
But standards must 
be raised and the occupation must 
be made attractive to the best tai* 
ent we have. 
We shall have to 
raise wages or accept an insuffi­ 
cient supply of inefficient instruct* 
ors. It is only a nest ion of time— 
a question of how long it takes us 
to adjust ourselves to the neces­ 
sity.
